If the league adopts any such program, it will indicate 
at least it has not lost its nerve in the face ,of repeated evi­ 
dences of its inefficacy.

The world, and especially the United States, desires to 
see Europe disarm.

But regardless of the hopes that might be entertained for 
such an accomplishment, recent happenings indicate the time 
is not yet ripe. 
This is not because the nations do not see the imperative 
need of smaller armies, or that they could not get along 
without larger ones, but because they lack the international 
leadership that is necessary if all nations—those outside of 
league as well as those within—are to cast off the burden of 
militarism.—Kansas City Journal.

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway shopmen have joined in a strike 
called by the Federated Shop Crafts, Railway Employes 
Department

American Federation of Labor, in protest against the decision of the United 
States Railroad Labor Board, establishing wage rates and working conditions 
of employes.

Efforts by the Railroad Labor Board to avert the strike through peaceful 
means have failed. The striking employes have not negotiated with the manage­ 
ment of the railroad over the questions at issue with the Labor Board, nor was 
the railroad given direct notice of their purpose to strike. 
Uninterrupted transportation service is of paramount importance. The M. 
K & T Lines will, therefore, operate scheduled trains, exerting every eft ort and 
employing all necessary legal resources to protect the public against inconven­ 
ience and loss. To the end that there may be no misunderstanding of the matters 
at issue in the strike, consideration of the following facts is requested: 


The m anagem ent ut (lie VI. K. & T. l ines lins com plied w ith the orders and n il- 
ings movie by the United States I,abor Board since its organisation, iii effort to peace­ 


ably adjust disagreem ents with em ployes. 


T he I'nited States Railroad I^abor Board, after full and fair hearing, lias declared 
that the w ages established for railway shopm en, effective July 
1st,

H ie Interstice Com m erce Coumisision 
Inks declared reductions in freight rates to lie necessary in the public interest. In con­ 
form ity with tills declaration, Hie M. K. & T. has reduced freight rates, although tile 
effect w ill he to decrease its revenues in a sum greatly exceeding the decrease in ex­ 
c u s e s which w ill result from the reductions in employes* wages, effective July 1st. 


The strike of the shopmen is in protest against the declaration of the United 
States government, through the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Labor 
Board, that railroad employes and railroad managements should jointly make 


I concessions to the end that the benefits of lower transportation charges, without 
! impairment of service, may be passed on to the general public. 
I 
The strike is in defiance of the authority of the legally constituted agencies 
I of the government, provided to protect the public in its right to uninterrupted 
transportation service, at rates established after consideration of all interests; 
! to protect railroad employes against unfair wages or working conditions; and 
to protect the railroads against demands that interfere with the maintenance ot 
adequate transportation facilities and service. The M. K. & T. Lines have con- 
j sistently complied with the laws regulating railroads, and with the specific re­ 
quirements of the Transportation Act. There will be no change in this policy. 
The support and encouragement of fair minded citizens anil employes is 
earnestly solicited during the strike trouble, to the end that train service may 
be maintained without interruption, and that the public and the railroad may be 
protected* against losses which would retard business lecoveiy.
